than one. He discovered as lie ncarcd the 
light that it was Sambro, and before ho bad 
time to reverse the engines he was among the 
ledges northeast of the Island. The steamer 
atiuck twice niidbww filling fast. lie then 
tried to run her ashore but she sank to a few 
minutes. As °oon as the ship struck the 
captain ordered the passengers all on
